But the 
fact is that that agreement is now se- 
riously and openly menaced by one 
of its principal signatories, Japan, and 
the question now facing this govern- 
ment is, what shall be done about it? 
For Japan has determined to make 
Manchuria her own. She will do it 
peaceably if she can. But, when the 
peaceful efforts fail, she will, it is de- 
clared, resort to force unless she is met 
at the threshold by an overwhelming 
show of force in opposition.

JEWS HOPE TO BECOME AGAIN 
NATION IN PALESTINE. 


— — — 


Enthusiastic Meeting Addressed by 
Prominent Men—Zionist Movement 
to Be Promoted by Organization of 
Societies All Over Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


Three hundred Jews met, last night 
in a hall at No. 107% North Main street 
and made plans for the enlarging of the 
local Zionist societies and for organiz- 
ing branch sc cleties all over Southern 
California. The speakers were Rev. 
H. Gillis, Victor Harris, chairman of 
the meeting, and Rabbi Isidore Myers. 

That the Jews should have Palestine 
and that they should cultivate the 
traits of their race, wére the sentiments 
of the meeting last night. 

Rabbi Myers eloquently urged his 
hearers to take more interest in the 
Zionist movement. He declared he had 
wept over Jerusalem, and sighed for a 
return of her former greatness. He 
longed to have Palestine once again the 
home of his race. ‘ 

Dr. Myers said the Zionist movement 
in this ucontry is growing. “Wealthy 
and prominent Jews in every city of 
the United States,” he continued, “are 
taking a keen interest in all that ts be 
ing done to restore Palestine to the 
race.” He hoped that Jews who have 
no homes, the outcasts and persecuted 
ones in other countries would soon have 
a haven of refuge “where they may 
dwell beneath their own vine and fig 


“I'm a Zionist because I'm a Jew and 

because all my ancestors before me 
were Zionists, and because my race has 
never lost the hope of again becoming 
a nation. I’m not ashamed of the Jews 
who have shed tears over Jerusalem. 
for all the associations of the Jews are 
centered there. 
“Now there is an awakening all over 
this country, and Jew and Jewess are 
saying: “We have had a past, and we 
will have a future.“ These people are 
absolutely certain that the time will 
come when they will realize their am- 
bition, and will be gathered again in 
Palestine. Yet God forbid that any 
one who is a Jew should say any- 
thing against this country. I say God 
bless America. 

“The past Judaism could only yearn, 
and suffer, and hope, but modern Zion- 
ism represents some of the best men of 


our race, who, with strong national 
feeling intensified, will accomplish 
great things. 


“I tell you there is a greater evil 
than the persecution which many of 
our brothers are suffering, namely, the 
fact that some Jews are losing their 
hearts, and are becoming mere money- 
grabbers. Let us remember that we 
have had the great men, the poets, the 
authors, the statesmen, and the sol- 
diers. Let us aim always at the best 
in life.” 

In the future meetings will be held 
every two weeks.

DENIES CONCEALMENT. 

“As I had no obligations maturing 
for three weeks from which 1 antici- 
pated any trouble, I saw no reason, 
from the standpoint of my obligations, 


why I should not take a fortnight’s 
rest. 
“T had no knowledge that Dist.- 


Atty. Jerome contemplated taking any 
proceedings against me, and I there- 
fore did not communicate with him 
on this subject. About six weeks be- 
fore 1 left New York, hearing that 
United States Dist.-Atty.
